The exchange of air in the lungs de- 


pends as much on the elasticity of the 
air cells and of the chest resuming its 
normal capacity as upon tho forma- 
tion of the space which first receives 
the air. To perfect 
the 
breathing 


power \ve must avoid whatever endan- 
gers the elasticity of the air cells.such 
things, for iustauce, as pounding over 
the langs when they are 
distended 


with air, or sudden forced expirations. 
We 
shouid 
use 
exercises 
wliich 


strengthen the 
expiratory muscles. 


The backward, flexions accomplish this 
purpose. 
All exercises are respira- 


tory; but :n addition to this, each one 
should have time set apart for special 
breathing e-ercises. Bearing the im- 
portance of good 
breathing ia mind, 


teachers can 
introduce no postures 


which contract the chest nor applaud 
any gymnastic feat performed w'aich. 
causes the chest to be less fiexible, or 
make it immobile. 
Those movements 


•which bead the chest forward, back- 
ward, sideways, etc., contribute direct- 
ly to chest expansion if properly exe- 
cuted. 
They should be made so grad- 


ually that the heaving movement be 
not incompatible with erect head and 
free breathing. 
The energy of our 


food can only becomo converted Into 
action in presence of oxygen. 
We 


need tc replenish this supply constant- 
ly, anu the more generously we do 
so the moro working power we will 
have.
